REQUEST FOR REVIEW AND WAIVER

INTRODUCTION

Section 54.719(c) of the Commission’s rules provides that any person aggrieved by an
action taken by a division of the Universal Service Administrative Company (USAC)
may seek review from the Commission.! The School District of Philadelphia (SDP)

hereby appeals the current action taken by USAC in the following case.

BACKGROUND

On August 28, 2007, the School District received funding commitments for all of the
FRNs on its Form 471 Application No. 562026. This Application included funding
requests for the School District’s telecom and internet access services. The School
District then filed their Form 486 on September 10, 2007 (see Applicant’s Form 486
attached as Exhibit A). The SLD processed the School District’s Form 486 around
September 18, 2007, and at that time approved the requested service start date of July 1,
2007 for all the FRNs but FRN 1553808. For this FRN, the service start date was entered

into the SLD system as 07/10/2007 instead of the requested 07/01/2007. No monetary
adjustments were made to this FRN, and no reason for the change is given on the Form
486 Notification Letter (see Form 486 Notification Letter attached as Exhibit B). Instead
this appears to be a typographical error that was made at the SLD when the service start

date was recorded.

On September 8, 2008, SDP filed a Letter of Appeal with USAC regarding the service
start date error. (A copy of the Appeal filed with USAC is attached as Exhibit C.) On
October 17, 2008, USAC denied the District’s Appeal. A copy of the Administrator’s

Decision on Appeal is attached as Exhibit D.

DISCUSSION

Waiver of 60 day deadline for filing an appeal

USAC denied the District’s appeal due to the fact it was not filed within 60 days of the
Form 486 Notification Letter being mailed to the District. At this time, SDP would
request the FCC waive the 60 day filing deadline and instruct the SLD to correct what is
a data entry error made by the SLD. As stated in previous FCC decisions, the standard
for granting a Commission waiver is as follows:

The Commission may waive any provision of its rules on its own motion
and for good cause shown. 2 A rule may be waived where the particular
facts make strict compliance inconsistent with the public interest.®  In
addition, the Commission may take into account considerations of
hardship, equity, or more effective implementation of overall policy on an
individual basis.* In sum, waiver is appropriate if special circumstances
warrant a deviation from the general rule, and such deviation would better
serve the public interest than strict adherence to the general rule.”

For the reasons given below, SDP requests a waiver of the 60 day deadline to file an
appeal with USAC.

The current service start date is not consistent with the public interest

SDP recognizes that a 10 day difference in the service start date may appear overly picky.
However the FRN at issue is the funding request for reimbursements for the local phone
service received by SDP. As filed, the funding request anticipates monthly local
telephone charges of $135,000.00. The District now has to cost allocate out
approximately 1/3 of the monthly charges, which for a District the size of Philadelphia,
comes up to approximately $45,000.00. These are e-rate eligible charges that the District
cannot now request reimbursements on due to the SLD’s error. This is not in line with
the stated public interest of the E-rate program to promote the statutory requirements of
section 254(h) of the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, by helping to ensure that
schools and school districts such as SDP obtain access to discounted telecommunications

and information services.®

The current start date does not promote the equitable, effective implementation of
the E-rate program

The District understands that it has a duty to review notification letters when received. In
this case, the District’s USF Program Administrator was on maternity leave when the
notification letter arrived. The District staff filling in for the USF Administrator did not
understand that the notification letter needed to be reviewed. It was simply filed away for
record retention purposes. It was not until the District began preparing Form 472
(BEAR) reimbursement paperwork that the data entry error was discovered. At that time
SDP filed an appeal with USAC in an attempt to correct what is a SLD error, but was

denied.

The Commission has recognized that when school district staff adept at filing e-rate

forms have events or emergencies that prohibit their participation in the E-rate program,

there may not be staff remaining at the district who are proficient in the program.” This is
what happened in this case. The person normally charged with monitoring the District’s
E-rate activity was out on maternity leave. This is the person who works with the E-rate
program on a day to day basis and would have known to check the Form 486 Notification
Letter. In her absence, the District staff that filled in during this time period, do not work
on a daily basis with the E-rate program, and did not know to verify the information in
the notification letter. There was no intent to create any kind of waste, fraud or abuse to

the program.

In this case, the Form 486 was filed timely and requested the correct service start date of
July 1, 2007. Somehow when the form was data entered by SLD staff, the date of
07/01/2007 was transposed to 07/10/2007. On the Form 486 Notification Letter, there
was no reduction taken, nor was there any reason given by the SLD for why a service
start date of July 10, 2007 was used. The Form 486 contained service start dates for a
total of seven FRNs, and this was the only FRN that had the requested service start date

changed. The only explanation is that the SLD data entered the date incorrectly.

Even though clerical errors on the part of the SLD were not directly addressed in the
Bishop Perry Order, this is comparable in that a ministerial, clerical error was committed
and the SLD should correct their mistake.® Without this correction, SDP will be
effectively deprived of funds to which they are entitled. SDP did comply with program
rules when they timely sent a Form 486 to the SLD for processing. This form correctly

reported service start dates of July 1, 2007 for all seven of the FRNs it contained.

SUMMARY

The School District of Philadelphia respectfully requests the FCC remand the case back
to USAC with orders that the service start date for the FRN 1553808 be returned to July
1, 2007, as originally requested by SDP. The District would also request that the FCC
order USAC to extend the invoice deadline for this FRN as well so that the District can
file a Form 472 for the 10 days of service for which they are currently unable to request

reimbursements.

TIMELINE AND STATEMENT OF FACTS

On August 28, 2007, the School District received funding commitments for all of the FRNs on its
Form 471 Application No. 562026. This Application included funding requests for the School
District's telecom and internet access services. The School District then filed their Form 486 on
September 10, 2007 (see Applicant's Form 486 attached as Exhibit A). The SLD processed the
School District’s Form 486 around September 18, 2007, and at that time approved the requested
service start date of July 1, 2007 for all the FRNs but FRN 1553808. For this FRN, the service
start date was entered into the SLD system as 07/10/2007 instead of the requested 07/01/2007.
No monetary adjustments were made to this FRN, and no reason for the change is given on the
Form 486 Notification Letter (see Form 486 Notification Letter attached as Exhibit B). Instead this

appears to be a typographical error that was made at the SLD when the service start date was
recorded. A copy of the information from the SLD’s Data Retrieval Tool is attached as Exhibit C.

This information shows the service start date as it is currently on record with the SLD.

The School District recognizes that the 486 was processed more than 60 days ago but the
incorrect service start date was just discovered as the School District was in the process of
preparing BEARSs for FRN 1553808. Even though the appeal deadline has past, since this appears
to be an error made at the SLD, the School District wanted to give the SLD an opportunity to
correct this error as quickly as possible.

ADMINISTRATIVE ACTION REQUESTED

Accordingly, the School District requests that the SLD correct the data entry error and use the
originally requested service start date of July 1, 2007 for FRN 1553808. This appears to be a
simple typographical error where the date of 07/10/2007 was entered instead of 07/01/2007.
